Trolleys 


It was noted with some concern that a great many village ~ 
residents are taking trolleys home from Tesco's and failing 
to return them.. The problem seems to be especially bad in 
Hollytrees and Appletrees. The Council would respectfully 
remind all villagers that the taking away of trolleys and 
failure to return them amounts to theft and that Tesco's, if 
they so wished, could take- proceedings against the people 
concerned. The accumulation of trolleys in residential areas 
is also unsightly, dangerous and an invitation to children 

to use them as playthings. Please, if at all possible, do not 
take trolleys home, and if you do, please ensure that they 
are returned to Tesco's at once. Thank you.

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BAR HILL PRY-SCHOOL PLAYGROUP 


A Playgroup provides a place where parents and children can 
meet. The essence of a good playgroup is that it is a place 
where parents can fecl welcome, a place where parents and child 
can team together. It provides a rich variety of materials for 
children to explore, opportunities for group play,.messy play, 
puzzles and toys for developing manipulative skillsy,.books, 
stories, rhymes, a chance, to sing and a chance té listen. 


Last year the newly elected committee looked back with gratitude 
at the planning and work of the past in setting up a Playgroup 
that has been enjoyed by so many children and been of benefit 

to so many village families. Whether it is run by one parent in 
a house or by a group of mothers or a committee and. supervisors 
in a hall, a Playgroup should serve the needs of the community 
in which it exists. Bar Hill Playgroup has passed through many 
stages as the village itself grew. 


Looking forward the committee hoped to incrense the knowledge 
of Playgroup's aims to everyone in the village, individual 
families, other community organisations or groups using the 
shared facilitics of the Village Hall. We hoped to continue 
the goodwill, intercst and understanding upon which the success 
of every non-profit making Playgroup is so dependant. 


A Playgroup cares about families. The movement has tried to be 
conscious of 2ll children whatever their needs. Within Cambrid- 
geshire opportunity groups have been formed to help the handi- 
capped under five and his family but many also attend local 
groups. Handicapped children are children first with the -same 
necads as all children. They are handicapped second with special 
needs that arise from the handicap. The special needs arc extra 
not alternative ones to those all children: share. 


Most children have no long term disability but all need undéer-— 
standing and help in learning to play ina groups A Playgroup 
provides adults to talk with the children, to listen to them, 
to help them to concentratc, to be a comfort when needed or to 
lead a child on to something new am challenging. At Bar Hill 
the Playgroup has at least two parent helpers at each session 
but with the full number of children spread between the two 
rooms. additional help would be welcomed. Some children need 
extra attention, activities such as woodwork need constant 
supervision so if any adult can spare time for part or ‘all of a 
session the help would be much appreciated. Parents of Play- 
group children are encouraged to offer their help but asked to 
consider very carefully whether or not to bring a younger child. 
Apart. from adding to numbers toddlers can be distracting. The’ 
Committec of Parents is concerned that all helper's attention — 
is given to the Playgroup children for which it is legally 
required and stress that no facilities enn be offered for the 
benefit of children not yet attending the normal sessile 
sessions. « . 


Thanks to the work and support of everyone in the village our 
main fund-raising event, the Christmas Fayre was enjoyable and 
successful. We have recently added cubicles in the children s 
closkroom and intend to replace old tables and chairs.

The rabbits canbe placed on the table on Saster 
morning and filled with small chocolates or sugar Easter eggs. » 


Make an Baster mobile. Cut a spiral from a flat circle of card 
and Hang half egg shells along it with thread. Paint the shells 
different colours. An Easter tree. Stand 2 branch ina pot and 
paint it. white. Make birds out of corks stuck with feathers 
with pieces of card for wings. - Make sure you have Hot Cross 
buns and the nursery rhyme on Good Friday!

A talk about children in hospital by 
the NAWCH representative was of particular interest. Thank you 
to everyone from the Village whe supported this event, 
especially to the Playgroup Mothers who helped to clean and 
generally prepare the Village Hall for the evening.
